CITY OF TRENTON. 

.Nine Were Killed and at Least Eighteen 
Passengers Are Missing. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 29.— It de- 
veloped today that the result of the ex- 
plosion of the boiler on the steamer City 
of Trenton, while on her way up the 
Delaware river from this city to Tren- 
ton, N. J., yesterday afternoon, was 
more appalling than was at first sup- 
posed. Nine persons are known to be 
dead, and at least IS are missing, most 
of whom are believed to have been on 
tho steamer, and two of the injured still 
in the hospital will probably die.

the mills of the United States Steel 
Corporation that wen. closed by tin. 
strike of the .Amalgamated Association, 
slated today I hat tiny are receiving 
many applications from former em- 
ployees for work. The announcement 
that the company would start their mills 
non-union, the officials believe caused 
an awakening in the ranks of tho strik- 
ers, and many are seeking cover. The 
Amalgamated officials, however, claim 
that their ranks are unbroken and strong 
as ever. One of the steel officials said 
today that there was a general mistake 
being made regarding the time it would 
take to train inexperienced men and 
make them capable of operating mill 
machines. This has been believed to be 
tho case so long that few have taken 
the trouble to prove it otherwise. It is 
now determined he said, to have new 
men placed in positions that will give 
them a chance to learn the .skilled work 
and many of the men who held menial 
positions in tlie union mills are to be 
taught skilled work, with which they are 
in a measure familiar through long as- 
sociation witli the workings of tlie mills. 
It is confidently assorted that before 
many months it will be possible , to pro- 
duce many new men and plenty to man 
all tho plants that are now idle, and 
which union men have refused to take 
hold of. The strikers say it will take^, 
years to accomplish this. Reports from 
all the mills of the corporation show 
that steady gains are being made in tho 
forts of non-union men. 

The strikers claim to have induced 
six non-union men to desert tlie Star 
mills today, and to have shipped them 
back to Chicago. On the other hand, 
Supt. Piper of the Star plant announced 
that ho is nearly ready to start up the 
other mills in the plant, and men are 
now waiting for the improvements to 
be completed within ihe mill. In tho 
other mills the works is progressing 
smoothly and no desertions are report- 
ed. New men are being secured, though 
the company officials say that on Sunday 
the strikers made an active canvass of 
tho homes of the men at work and 
sought to induce them to remain away 
from the plants. The last two mills in 
the Painter plant were to have been 
started today, but it was found impos- 
sible to have them ready, ami Ihe start- 
ing was postponed for a few days.

Hon. Edgar Dewdney, chief of the 
provincial government exploratory sur- 
vey of the Hope Mountains, returned 
from the Mainland last night. Mr. 
Dewdney expressed himself as- well 
pleased with the progress made so far, 
the parties under his charge having ob- 
tained an easier grade for the Const- 
Kootenay line than he had hoped for. 

When the party tirst took the Held 
headquarters were established at Shan- 
non Flat on the head waters of Dewd- 
ney creek, and a division of the force 
was made. 

One parly under Frank Moberly, C. 
K., proeeedi'd down the eastern slope and 
camped on Sitter creek, a tributary of 
the Tulhltneen river, whence a survey 
is being made down stream towards Ot- 
ter Flat. 

The other party under II. Carry, C. E., 
is camped on the western slope at Dead- 
horse, on the Coquihalla river, and ex- 
ploring the most feasible route from 
that point. 

Mr. Dewdney could not, of course, go 
into details regarding the work, as he 
has to report directly to the government, 
but from the remarks which he let drop 
it is inferred that the operations, up 
to the present, have been satisfactory.

iLnter advices received from the scene 
if the Islander wreck by the steamer 
Joan, which arrived ■ yesterday after- 
noon, tell of the finding of two more 
bodies, those of two men wdio, to all ap- 
pearances, had struggled successfully to 
shore, but had perished of exhaustion 
after gaining the beach. The bodies 
lay stretched out with hats on their 
heads and a wrecked m life raft near 
leaves evidence that by this means the 
men had been enabled to gain ti footing 
on shore and had later died from the 
cold and exhaustion. 

One of these was the body of a North 
West Mounted Policeman named Thom- 
as, and his clothes showed that the 
ghouls had visited ! t, rilling it of all 
valuables. 

A party of Juneuuites, headed by Mar- 
shal Staley mid including Collector Ivey, 
Deputy Collector Shepard and Dr. Leon- 
lmrdt. made a careful survey of the 
shore line on the 10th and searched the 
large number of Indians encamped along 
the bench twice during the day. While 
no valuables were found, many trunks 
utd packages were seen along the beach 
that had been looted. 

In the case of Joseph Dahl. the Circle 
City miner, it was found that the body 
had been most thoroughly searched, 
every pocket save one having been turn- 
ed inside out. Strange to relate, in this 
one pocket which had been so t ivisted 
around that it could not be opened with- 
out cutting through the cloth, was found 
; , buckskin poke with .» ounces of gold 
dust.

WESTERN I NTE ttESTS. 

Very much sotisfacMon wns express- 
ed in 'British Columbia^ wheu it wus nu- 
nounced early in the year that Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier, '"Mr. Sifton and Mr. Tarto 
would visit this part of tile Dominion 
and spend some little time liere. The 
satisfaction was not confined to mem- 
bers of the 'Liberal party, but extended 
tii iCynperyatives as well, and was par- 
ticularly marked among those people who 
are not pronounced adherents of either 
party, and whose politics may be said to 
consist of n readiness to support any 
government, which seems likely to pro- 
mote the welfare of Canada. It wns 
felt that the West, and especially the 
extreme West, is pot as well under- 
stood at Ottawa as it ought to be, aud as 
there seems to bo no present prospect of 
a minister being selected from British 
Columbia, the next best thing seemed to 
be to have prominent ministers come 
here, get in touch with the people aud 
see for themselves what the peculiar 
conditions of the Pacific frontier of Can- 
ada demand. To those who have lived 
ill the Eastern part of the Dominion and 
know how inadequately those Western 
people, who have never visited the East 
appreciate Eastern conditions, it is not a 
matter of surprise that the demands of 
the West are not fully understood by 
Eastern public men. Each part of Can- 
ada lias its own problems, presents its 
own conditions and must be regarded 
from its own peculiar standpoint. One 
may not he able .to explain wherein the 
di (Terences consist, but every one who 
knows Canada as a whole will admit 
that they do exist, and must be reckon- 
ed with by any government, which de- 
sires to do the right thing by all parts 
of the country anil keep itself popular 
with all sect ions of the people. 

It was therefore with great regret 
that the piople of this province learn- 
ed that the Premier was obliged to fore- 
go the intended visit, because of his be- 
ing invited to accompany the Royal 
party on its tour. 'JNiat lie should have 
been so invited was proper enough; that 
he should have accepted the invitation 
was also beyond till question, and that 
having accepted it. he was compelled to 
abandon his contemplated visit win not 
be disputed. But the sufficiency of the 
reason did not at ail lessen the disap- 
pointment at his inability to spend some 
time ill the West and bring his obser- 
vant mind to the consideration of the 
many matters calling for attention- 
Shortly lifter it was announced that Sir 
Wilfrid could not come, it was given 
out that Mr. Tarte's visit would have 
to be deferred, but until recently it 
was expected that Mr. Sifton would 
come as far as the Coast, even if he 
would not be able, as was thought pos- 
sible at first, to go into the Yukon. But 
it is now mild that liy is not coming. Thus 
Instead of boring three oi the most 
prominent ministera with us this; year to 
hoc iuul hear for themselves what the" 
Veoplfi are asking for, and what this part 
of Canada needs, none of them may be 

with us. except such of them, as may 
accompany the Royal pttrUS ottvl W. such 
an occasion it will \% obviously impos- 
sible to ask tn'eni to give their consider- 
ation to public affairs generally. 

An examination of the Census returns 
must convince every one that the hope 
of Canada for the immediate future at 
least, lies west of the Great Lakes, It 
is on the great prairies, in the valleys 
and mountains of British Columbia and 
in the vast regions of the North, that 
the greatness of Canami will be develop- 
ed during 'the lifetime of the present 
generation. This part of the Dominion 
is instinct with new life and pregnant 
With boundless possibilities. Left to it- 
pelf the West will bring forth great 
things, but it needs the touch of the hand 
of mastet-stntesniansliip to bring about 
the speedy development of its potential 



greatness. If we could reach the ear of 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier we should Bay to 
him that no triumph which he can hope 
to achieve in the East can be comparable 
to the enduring fame which may be his 
if he seizes the opportunity within his 
reach, and completes the work of West- 
ern progress begun by his most dis- 
tinguished predecessor. Sir John Mac- 
donald. There is something here that 
ought to appeal to his imagination, and 
without imagination, statesmanship is 
impossible. Sir John saw in imagination 
a united Canada reaching from ocean 
to ocean. Hugh Miller, in his Schools and 
Schoolmasters, says ^hilt a good stone- 
cutter sees the form which he uesircs to 
produce, in the crude block of stone be- 
fore him, and his task is to cut away 
what conceals it. So Sir John saw the 
perfected Dominion, and he set to work 
to remove every 'obstacle to its realiza- 
tion. But he was called from his task 
and the work fell to other hands, al- 
though not until he bad "erected a 
monument more lasting than brass."

VANCOUVER ISLAND COLD. 

Assay Office Receives 72 Ounces From 
Cape Conimerell. 

Messrs. Scott & Jones, the two miners 
who arrived from the north end of Van- 
couver Island by the Princess Louise, 
took ~- ounces of gold dust and small 
nuggets tn the provincial assay office 
yesterday, where it was quickly trans- 
formed into a brick. A Colonist report- 
er had the privilege of watching the 
decanting of the liipiid gold into the 
mould — an interesting process. After the 
brick is cast an assay is made to deter- 
mine its exact fineness and value, the 
weight, fineness and value are then 
stamped upon it, and ii is ready for 
shipment to the mint. The officials of 
the assay office say this gold is of .nuch 
brighter quality than what is found in 
Yukon. 

Messrs. Scott & Jones' claims are 
situated three miles east of Cape Coni- 
merell.

Mr. Cameron arrived at the conclusion 
that the liquefaction of the solid mat- 
ter would be best effei^-d by the agency 
of those bacteria which are classed as 
'•anaerobic"— that is to say. which thrive 
in the absence of air. lie accordingly de- 
vised fur their accommodation the recep- 
table which is now known as the •\sep- 
tic tank." A septic tank consists of a 
chamber containing about one day's How 
of sewage, more or less, according to 
the strength of the latter. It is general- 
ly covered, and the exclusion of air i« 
completed by the submergence of the in- 
let and outlet pipes, so as to deliver and 
draw off respectively below the sur- 
face of the sewage. Instead of lilling 
ami emptying the tank alternately, as is 
done with a precipitation tank, the sew- 
age is allowed to run through it continu- 
ously; and it. is not emptied from ope 
year's end to another. Although the 
How through tlie'tan'tys continuous, the 
motion is >■> slow that its contents are 
practically at rest, affording ample im- 
portunity for the separation of the .solid 
matter; (lie heavier substances sink to 
the bolt, mi. while the lighter bodies (lout 
to the surface. Seeing that all these are 
encouraged t,, ein-r tin- tank, instead n:' 
being kepi back by screens, as is don ■ 
where precipitation is resorted to, a 
thick scum soon forms over the surface 
of the liquid. The various races of li- 
querying bacteria are thus afforded th, 
conditions most favorable to their growth 
anil activity, viz.. an abundant food sup- 
ply, darkness, an equable temperature 
absence of 111 mosplloric oxygen, and a 
steady current |,, wash away ill,- pro- 
ducts of decomposition. So well do they 
do their work that the tank al Belleisfe 
has now been in us,- for t lose on four 
years without requiring to be cleared. 
Tbe lloor of the lank- i.s covered with a 
fine deposit, largely mineral; but the 

bulk of this is trilling npnred with 

that of the solid matter which lias been 
brought in with the sewage. The solid 
mat ler being thus got rid of, it remains 
to purify tin- liquid ellluent, This task, 
like the preliminary Iinuefaction, is per- 
formed by bacteria. "These, however, 
are of quite a different stamp from those 
which do th" rough work in the septic 
tank. Tliev are accordingly housed in a 
very different fashion, their workshops 
being variously known as "bacteria 
beds." "contact beds?' and "filters." 
The last of these terms, though not whol- 
ly appropriate from a scientific point of 
view, is so convenient and so well 
known that it is most generally adopt- 
/ ed. A plentifuy supply of oxygen is es- 
sential to th" purification of the ellluent, 
and the chief function of a 'filter is to 
secure a thorough admixture of this with 
atmospheric air. Many devices' more or 
less ingenious have been employed for 
the purpose: but in point of simplicity 
cflieieney the followiong method is the 
best. Tt consists in charging a filter with 
some granular material such as coke, 
burnt ballast, or broken clinker, filling 
the interstices of the material with the 
liquid to be purified, keeping the filter 
full for n certain period, and finally 
drawing off its contents. The liquid de- 
scending through the filter is brought into 
cloiio contact with the air which the bit 
tor contains, nud is purified by the 
agency of the aerobic bacteria therein.
